It has all 
aw on its side, and has had for many 
Is it not about time that they should 
ittle of the concession business? i 
e predictions of the gold men in re- 
gard to the repeal of the Sherman law had 
become true, I have no doubt but that sil- 
ver would have received a blow that would 
have taken it years to have recovered 
from. But, as it happned, the predictions 
of the silver men me trué. Times did 
not improve after the repeal of that law. 
As a matter of fact, they got worse. It 
was harder for a man to get a day’s work 
after than before, and it is my opinion that 
times cannot get good enough between now 
and a year from this fall to make any dif- 
ference. The gold men say that if times 
would only get good, then they could talk 
to the people. Perhaps the salvation of 
silver may come through two bad things— 
that is, the repeal of the Sherman law and 
the hard times. 

“The gold men have lost the confidence 
of the people. They are trying, hard to re- 
gain it, but they are in a hopeless en- 
deavor. The people laugh when they begin 
to talk about international agreements, 
about American coinage, ‘honest money’ 
and other bugbears that used to work. 
They do not scare any longer. The time 
is almost here when the people of this 
country are to say, ‘Between gold mono- 
metallism ahd silver monometgllism, we 
will take the latter.’ 

“Do believe the silver sentiment is 
growing as rapidly in the East as has been 
reported? Most assuredly I do. Among 
the money changers and the bankers there 
has been no change, but the industrial 
classes in all the great East are re 
and ‘investigating, and they are becoming 
daily more pronounced for free stiver. This 
fact is: becoming patent to the gold men. 
They are trying by every means at their 
command to counteract this, but the vol- 
ume.of the movement is too great, in my 
judgment. Bankers are working among 
business men now in the East, and even in 
my own State, and are attempting to cre- 
ate what they are pleased to term a busi- 
ness men’s party, in the hope that the 
growth of the free silver sentiment may 
be stopped. I look upon the situation with 
a great deal of satisfaction, and believe 
that the mext year will see a complete res- 
toration of silver to its place beside gold, 
where it will be just as good, if not a lit- 
tle better, than gold.“

Over 160 of the Montagnais Tribe 
Succumb to Want.

QUEBEC, May 11.—Official reports from 
the vicinity of-Fort Chimo, a Hudson Bay 
Company's trading post, on Ungava Bay, 
show that two-thirds of the: entire tribe 
of Montagnais Indians trading at the post 
have perished of starvation in one season— 
over 160 in number. As usual among the 
Indians, the men die first, so that a nüm- 
ber of unfortunate women and orphans 
were left helpless. The few white people 
at Fort Chimo and the officers and crew of 
the Hudson Bay Company’s steamer Eric, 
wintering there, took up a collection to 
clothe the survivors, who were as desti- 
tute of clothing as they were of food. 

The Canadian Government has now taken 
action, which it is hoped will prevent the 
repetition of such a catastrophy, by plac- 
ing a sum of money at the disposal of the 
Hudson Bay Company for the relief of the 
Indian and the Eskimo in the event of 
another severe winter. For nearly thirty 
years Eskimo are reported to have per- 
ished, in.addition to the wholesale Indian 


fatality.

FOUND A SKELETON, 


Disagreeable Early Morning Surprise 
Encountered by John Schwaneck. 
When Mr. John Schwaneck, living at 2932 


Olive street, went down to the wood house, 
on the back of his lot, on Friday morning 


ending. a sight met his gaze that pompadoured his 


hair in half a second. 

Hanging over his back fence, with its 
arms, head and body extended downward, 
as though in the act of climbing over, was 
a Skeleton. The feet:and legs were dangling 
on the outside, and the fence caught the 
gruesome thing in the middle. 

Schwaneck was badly frightened, but 
soon recovered his composure and returned 
and threw the thing in the alley. An hour 
later a negro employed by a neighbor whose 
property abuts on the alley between Olive 
and Pine streets found the skeleton in the 
alley and threw it on a pile of coke in the 
rear of Dr. Sullivan’s office, at 2930 Qlive 
street. 

On Tuesday a small shed in which Dr. 
Sullivan kept his coal and coke burned 
leaving a pile of the latter blackened an 
charred and exposed to the elements. It 
was on — that the negro threw the skele- 
ton. The second find was mistaken by the 
colored man for an entirely new discovery, 
and before noon there was a big commo- 
tion in the neighborhood. 

School children and every small boy in 
the neighborhood collected in the alley to 
wiew the hideous thing, and before long 
the wire joints were broken and the skele- 
ton reduced to a pile of bones. Th were 
placed in a gunny sack and an effort made 
to burn them. The only effect was to 
blacken them. 

Then the police were notified. *. Officer 
Shannon of the Fifth District appeared on 
the scene and the bones were sent to the 
Morgue. Excitement in the neighborhood 
had not abated Saturday morning, and ev- 
erybody was inquiring where the ghastly 
thing came from, Mr. Schwaneck would 
particularly like to know. 

It is presumed the skeleton was the 
property of the elder Dr. Williams. He 
was recently sent to a private sanitarium 
for treatment, and it is supposed he was 
careless about where he put his medical 
paraphernalia. The younger Dr. Williams 
could not be found. It was claimed he was 
not at home, but was seen about the prem: 
ises by neighbors. 

Dr. Sullivan is a Christian scientist, and 
denies that he ever owned a skeleton. He

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 11.—A very 
interesting question has been raised as to 
whether, in view ot the depleted condition 
of the Treasury, the twenty-six States of 
the Union which in 18387 received from the 
general Government deposits amounting to 
over $28,000,000 could not be made to refund. 
Early in 1836, Congress having refused to 
extend the charter of the Bank of the 
United States, found the Government in 
possession of between $40,000,000 and 350, 000, 
000 for which it had mo present need nor 
suitable place for safe kéeping. On June 23 


of that year an act was passed authorizing 
the Secretary of the Treasury to deposit, 
under certain specified conditions, all of this 
money, save $5,000,000, with the States on 
their assuming the obligation of payment 
on demand, * 

Section 13 of the act reads as follows: 

“And be it further enacted, That the 
money which shall be in the Treasury of 
the United States the ist day of January, 
1837, reserving the sum of $5,000,000, shall be 
deposited with such of the several States,

One Was Executed at Clayton This Morning 
and the Other at Hermann. 


The Murdered Man’s Father and Two Brothers Wit- 
nessed the Execution of Jim Murray. | 


Jim Murray was executed at Claytor and 
his brother Ed at Hermann, Mo., to-day for 
the murder of Edgar Fitzwilliams. 

Thomas L. Fitzwilliams, the father of the 
murdered boy, stood on the scaffold at Clay- 
ton and saw the murderer of his son swing 
off into eternity. His two sons, Thomas B. 
and John J. Fitzwilliams, and a ngphew, 
Eddie Fitzwilliams, scbod at the foot of the 
scaffold. , 

The execution of Jim Murray was con- 
ducted in an orderly manner. The legal 
process of ope away the murderer’s life‘ 
went through without a hitch and with an 
entire absence of unpleasant occurrences. 

Ad 6:54 o’clock Murray walked out on the 
scaffold, the black cap was put on and the 
noose adjusted. At 6:55 the trap fell and 
the murderer dropped off into space. His 
neck was broken and death was instantane- 
ous, The swinging corpse exhibited not the 
slightest nervous tremor. Eight minutes 
after the drop the pulse ceased beating. At 
7:06 o’clock the heart fluttering stopped, the 
doctors pronounced life totally extinct and 
the body was cut down. 

LAST PREPARATIONS. 

At o’clock Sheriff Garrett led the 
newspaper men, Deputy Sheriffs and sev- 
eral spectators onto he gallows. The place 
of execution was om the way between the 
jail and the court-house.

He wore an old pair of gray trousers and a 

olka-dot calico shirt, open at the neck. 
He was in his stockinged feet. Sheriff Gar- 
rett directed him where to stand on the 
trap, and he took his position unaided... Ed- 
gar Fitzwilllams' father could have reached 
out his hand and touched him; but the 
murderer looked at no one. His eyes were 
cast down and his lips were moving in 
prayer. The customary permission to make 
a speech was not granted. When his feet 
touched the trap, Deputy Hencken drew the 
black cap over his face and Sheriff Garrett 
adjusted the noose and began tightening it. 

THE DROP TO DEATH.

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THE DUESTROW VERDICT. - 


The verdict of the jury that Duestrow 
is sane will be commended as a righteous 
conclusion by the mass of readers who 
have followed the inquiry at Union. The 
jury could hardly have decided other- 
wise in view of the circumstances sur- 
rounding the case and the evidence sub- 
mitted. ö 

The objectionableness of the present 
method of using paid expert testimony 
in criminal trials was strikingly illus- 
trated in this case. The testimony of 
paid experts on each side was as nearly 
balanced as the means of each side per- 
mitted. That the bulk of the expert 
testimony was on the side of Duestrow 
‘was merely because he had greater money 
resources to draw upon than the State’s 
attorneys could command. It was a 
contest of purses, as it must always be 
when paid witnesses are admitted to the 
stand. : 

But the fact that despite the prepon- 
derance of expert testimony for Duestrow 
the verdict was against him, indicates 
that the jury acted upon the suggestion 
of the Post-Dispatch, and, throwing aside 
all expert testimony as unworthy of con- 
sideration, used their common sense in 
finding a verdict from the facts and the 
ordinary evidence submitted to them. 

It is to be hoped that the spectacle of 
a contest of pocket-books to determine 
the sanity or insanity, the guilt or in- 
nocence of an accused person will not 
again disgrace our criminal courts. 


VALUE OF THE IRON MOUNTAIN. 


The St. Louis, Iron Mountain & South- 
ern is a railroad owned and operated by 
the Migsouri Pacific. It is 184 miles in 
length in this State and is estimated by 
the State Board-of Railroad Commission- 
ers to have cost $51,166 a mile. The Iron 
Mountain, it will be remembered, was 
the. recipient of innumerable favors from 
the State. In fact, the people of Missouri 
actually paid the cost of its construction 
and then gave it away to individual 
owners. 

The State Board of Equalization last 
year assessed the Iron Mountain at 


— 


. $16,785 a mile. This is less than one- 


third its actual walue, according to its 
own estimate, and there does not seem to 
be any reason why this discrimination 
should be made in favor of this rail- 
road and against the farmers and farm 
lands. 

In other words, in the language of 
vesolutions adopted by the Legislature in 
1893 and 1895, Why should the railroads 
of Missouri be assessed at 25 per cent 
of their actual value while other property 
is assessed at 40 per cent? 

The question Still waits for an answer.

WHY THE PEOPLE LACK CORDIALITY.”’ 


In his speech before the Senate Com- 
mittee on Labor General Solicitor Coch- 
fan of the Missouri Pacific omitted to ex- 
plain the difference between railroad cor- 
porations and nearly all other corpora- 
tions which he thinks should receive the 
same treatment in the matter of Fellow- 
servant legislation. The railroads enjoy 
from the State privileges of great value, 
and wield under them enormous power 
for the good or ill of the community. 
The only other corporations whose power 
to confer benefits or inflict damage upon 
the public compares with that of the 
railroads, are the banks, and they are 
placed under the most stringent inspec- 
tion and regulation, If they depart one 
whit from the rules Imposed upon them 
they are sharply brought to account. 

No one knows better than Col. Cochran 
the reason for the lack of cordiality 
which he complains of in the relations be- 
tween the railroads and the people. He 
had the evidence of one cause before 
him in Jefferson City, where legislation 
is blocked by a railroad lobby. He 
knows well how often and by what 
means the railroads have defeated the 
will of the people and have set themselves 
up to be the people’s masters and to 
dictate what their representatives shall 
or shall not do. He knows that they 
have flagrantly, insolently, deflantly con- 
trolled legislation through’ a paid lobby, 
packed conventions in their own interest 
and constantly interfered in politics, He 
knows that the Missouri Pacific has been 
particularly obnoxious in the politics 
and legislation of the State. 

The Post-Dispatch says to Col. Cochran 
and his railroad associates that there 
is only one basis of peace between the 
railroads and the people. That is for 
the railroads to call off their lobby, cease 
to interfere with legislation and keep out 
of politics.

Texas to 93 in Alabama, winter rye, like wheat, 

has advanced nearly 2 points since last month, 

the average for May W An 7, against 67 for the 
e percentage of New 
92; Michigan, 88; 
he prospects for rye- 
emamhoet the rye belt are fair, except in the 
State of New York, where it is too dry, while 
in the States of Minnesota and Kansas the crop 
Was considerably damaged by the severe winter 
and has not recovered. The average condition of the 
winter barley is 94, against 62.8 in the month of 
May, 1894, and 88.6 in 1893. The lowest conditions 
are in Texas, Indiana, Iowa and the highest in 
New York, California and Oregon. The condition 
of spring pasture is 89.7; of mowing lands 89.4. The 
proportion of spring plowing done May 1 is re- 
perted 82.8, against 83.5 last year and 73.4 in 
1893. 
Illinois State report 2 crop prospects on May 
1 was very favorable. Wheat had a fajr growth, 
notwithstanding weather at seeding time, 
and condition but little below an average. Only 
about 4 r cent area seeded was winter killed. 
Hessian fly doing some damage and chinch bugs 
numerous. Asreage seeded to oats 8 per cent 
larger last year and condition 96 per cent. 

On the Government estimate of 82.9 as the condi- 
tion of winter wheat and using the area seeded 
last fall, a crop is indicated of about 297,000,000 
bu.
